'A letter has been received by the 
ocal Council of Defense from Rus­ 
sell Harrison, chairman of the M ar­ 
ion county Council, suggesting that 
they investigate 
the public library 
'or books giving Germany’s side of 
the war. 
There are no such boolks 
in the local library.

jureaus over the country to public 
ibraries free.

get on the shelves of city libraries. 
Not long ago, two such books were 
received here, 
but the librarian did 
not put them on the shelves. 


The letter from Mr. Harrison was 
prompted by his discovery of some 
German literature on the shelves of 
the Indianapolis library. One of the 
books giving the German side more 
dceidely than any other which was 
found was, 
“A Book of Truth and 
Facts,” by Fritz Von Frintzius, and

RULES FOR BAKERS 
ARE RECEIVED HERE 


Federal Regulations Set Out Price 
Suggestions Ingredients to be 
Used in Loaf 


POUND 
LOAF IS THE UNIT 


Bakers Are Urged to AJIow Whole- 
sale Price to Persons Who 
Call For Their Bread

Copies of government instructions 
regarding 
the production of bread 
and pastries in the future have been 
received by local bakers. 
The re­ 
gulations will go into effect Decem­ 
ber Iff. 
The 
conservation 
of 
sugar 
is 
plainly the primary 
object of the 
food administration. 
Rules are set 
forth limiting the ingredients to be 
used to each barrel of flour in the 
making of bread, 
and 
all 
coffqc 
cakes and rolls must 
he made of 
t>read dough. 'When the regulations 
go into effect all frostings and ic­ 
ings will be luxuries of the past. 
Every bakery, hotel, restaurant— 
in fact every place of business eon- 
uming more than 
tefi barrels 
of 
flour monthly—will be required to 
take out a government license. 
The license will probably be g ra­ 
tis, it being the intention of the gov­ 
ernment to register the dealers ra th ­ 
er than to make 
profit 
from the 
icense. Every dealer hilding a lic­ 
ense will be given a number, which 
must be displayed. 
So far as prices 
go the 
food 
administration does not demand. It 
uggests that the price be regulated 
ny 
competition. 
A 
certain 
few 
rules are laid down for gjrpcer*, W& 
any baker who allows a grocer th 
landle his (the baker’s) product in 
opposition to the 
rules will imme­ 
diately suffer the revocation of his 
icense, which means, indirectly, a 
cessation of business. 
The unit for bread production is 
the pound and 
the 
pound-and-a- 
lalf loaf.. The rules say that the 
pound 
loaf 
must 
weigh 
between 
ixteen and seventeen ounces twelve 
Hours after baking; the pound-and- 
a-half 
loaf 
between 
twenty-four 
nd twentv-iive and a half ounces 
vvelve hours after baking. 
Two pouqds of fat or any other 
rind of shortening to the barrel of 
lour 
to the 
maximum in 
baking. 
hree pounds of granulated, beet or 
cane, and three and one-half pounds 
of corn, is the 
limit 
of sugar to 
each barrel used. Where malt 
or 
milk is used in the process of baking 
the amount of sugar and fats must 
be limited 
proportionately. 
Local 
bakers, generally, have been using 
oniewhat more 
of the ingredients 
than set forth in the rules. 
The suggestion to bakers is that 
they allow 
the 
wholesale 
price to 
persons who call for bread 
and 
carry it away with them. Another 
suggestion, 
directed to the grocer, 
is that instead of handling four or 
five different brands he handle 
but 
two, and that the baker make only 
one delivery daily. 
Grocers must be satisfied with a 
fair profit, a cent on a pound loaf, 
or the baker furnishing the bread 
knowing the grocer’s action— will be 
held responsible.
